According to the I.a 
liaxon, a leading newspaper, tho Drinu 
and Ortega wero iiotjnink by the Ger- 
man raider as was flr'Sl reported by tho 
Bcamen brought to I'ernanibuco by the 
Japanese ship Hudson-Maru, but It Is 
understood .'that- tho complete list of 
whips sent to the bottom or captured by 
tlic German raider will reach twenty- 
six. Details of tho raiders' work were 
received.

Tho raider, according to them, left 


Oormany under a. Danish nag and In 
ballast. She evaded tho liritish cruis- 
ers and after getting into tho, Atlantic 
slio secured supplies of fuel from the 
captured ships and then started on a 
southwest course directly across the 
path of the Atlantic trade. ' 


As she picked up prizes she either 


sunk them or put a prize-crew aboard 
ami kept them In line until the Engtlsl 
ship St. Theodore was captured, and 
then «]i ot tho captured seamen were 
placed on board this sjilp, which kept 
along.
